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Ford alerts Marines over ship piracy' 


Plan to 
kill court

Sacramento to set up a municipal court 
in 
Lompoc 
area, 
the 
Board 
of 
SupervisM^ voted 5-2 Monday to oppose 
reconsideration of the eourt plan. 
Supervisor James M. Slater said he 
felt the board could save $800,000 or 
more in the neit five years by either 
redrawn^ judicial district lines in the 
north county or consolidating the area 
into one north county municipal district. 
But he could not win agreement from 
Board chairman Francis H. Beattie, of 
Lompoc, or from Supervisors Harrell 
Fletcher and Robert E. Kallman. All 
three indicated that they felt the 
Lompoc municipal court plan had 
progressed not to the point where 
sidetracking it would cause confusion 
and be inappropriate. 
Backing Slater was Supervisor Frank 
J. Frost. Frost felt it was possible to ask 
State Sen. Omer Rains to "delay 
carrying the bill" for a time while Uie 
board deliberated further. 
Slater claimed there seemed little 
necessity to spend $450,000 on court 
expansion and related facilities in 
Lompoc, and operate a municipal court 
at higher cost levels than the present 
justice 
court 
if 
consolidation 
or 
redrawii^ of judicial district lines could 
take place shifting Vandenberg Air 
Force Base to the Santa Maria district. 
The Lompoc judicial district several 
years ago passed the 40,000 population 
mark mandating a municipal court, 
Beattie observed. 
He said "we’ve been entitled to a 
municipal court for five years. I’ve been 
the leader In holding ii back, bacauae of 
costs. 
But now that we’ve been 
challenged by the people, we have no 
recourse but to go ahead.’’ 
Beattie claimed that there had been 
thought given to redrawing the judicial 
district boundaries, but the State 
Judicial Council said "we were too 
late." 
Lompoc City Attorney Alan Davidson 
told the board that even d Vandenberg 
AFB was left out of the Unnpoc district 
, the district would still have almost 
38,000 persons, and "if we grow at all 
we’d soon have the necessary 40,000 
anyway." He said the Vandenberg 
shuttle program was bound to help add 
to the population in Lompoc area. 
Lompoc Mayor Art Scott informed the 
board the city council was urging 
Beattie to "proceed immediately" with 
the municipal court plan, which is 
provided for in the proposed 1975-76 
county budget. The mayor said a 
Lompoc M unich Court would serve to 
reduce costs for litigants, witnesses, 
court attendanU and attorneys now 
traveling to Santa Maria. 
Alberta Morgan, of Lompoc said she 
felt the city council decision was made 
without local input and said the higher 
costs wouldn’t be justified. 
County 
Counsel 
George 
Kading 
acknowledged that Uie board could 
redraw judicial district lines, but 
indicated it would take weeks to 
prepare and adopt such an ordinance. 
Kallman said that while municipal 
court operations undoubtedly would cost 
more in the long run, it was possible 
added revenues would offset scnne of 
extra expense. He also said he felt the 
$450,000 expansion project should be 
considered more in the light of being 
written off in 20 years, rather than 
figured on a five-year basis by Slater. 
Fletcher showed concern for the plan 
which would create a third municipal 
court judgei^ip in the county. He cited a 
survey showing Santa Maria Municipal 
Court having need for Mess than two 
judges at present, and Lcnnpoc’s load 
possikriy not being enough for one full- 
time judge. 
Santa Maria’s two judges couldn’t be 
utilized to work the Lompoc municipal 
court, it was shown, unless there was 
consolidation. 
Fletcher 
said 
some 
statistics 
indicated there was need, for only 1.2 
judges in Santa Maria Munkipal Court 
and 8-10 of a judge in Lompoc. "That 
adds up to two judges, he said.

School officials voice mixed 
% 
emotions on campus smoking

Governor Brown’s action in signing 
into law legislation permitting on- 
campus smoking didn’t exactly light the 
"sm^ing lamp" 
in Lompoc hi^ 
schools. 
Not immediately, that is. 
Effective Jan. 1,1976 school boards up 
and (town the state can if they choose 
set up designated smoking areas on high 
school campuses. 
A survey conducted late last we^ and 
over the weekend showed that trustees 
of Lompoc Unified School District and 
the principals of Lompoc and Cabrillo 
High Schools view their new authority 
over high school smoking with mixed 
emotions. There is a tot of high school 
smoking and there are a tot of mixed 
emotions. 
Until a week ago when Brown signed > 
the controversial legislation, it was 
illegal for a student to sm<4ie on 
campus. Furthermore the educatkm 
code 
required 
that 
teachers 
and 
administrators enforce that ban and to 
go beyond that action and confiscate 
cigarettes visible in students’ pockets. 
School officials and 
particularly 
teachers have hated the circumstances 
that literally made policemen out of 
them. 
The problem rankles every hi^ 
school campus and has an all pervadii^ 
impact on the entire school pr^am . To 
meet the dicUtes of the law and to avoid 
being suspended, students who smoke 
habitually walk across College Avenue 
in front of Lompoc High School and 
stand along the street and in private 
yards in order to smoke before and 
between classes. 
At Cabrillo 
the 
smokers walk across Constellation Road 
and sit in a field or as it is now, sit on a 
. tow concrete btock wall built to protect 
the yards of 
new 
homes from 
encroachment. 
When bells ring signalling the end or 
beginning of classes, there’s a wild 
scramble as the smc4ters try to get 
across campus to classes. 
Some of the problems inherent in that 
routine have led an increasing number 
of students to catch a fast and illicit 
smoke in restrooms. It is this fact that 
was one of the key arguments of Sen. 
Arlen Gregorio, 
D-San Mateo, 
in 
pushing for legislation permitting school 
boards to designate on-campus snKAing 
spots. He argued successfully that the 
smoky condition of restrooms was 
almost unbearable at times for non- 
anokers, and in a limited sense 
defNTived some non-smokers of their 
civil ri^ts: 
they found it more 
' comfortable to avoid use of the smoky 
restrooms than it was to brave the foul 
atmosphere. 
Basically the new law — effective 
Jan. 1, 1976 — permits school boards to

set aside smoking areas on campus. No 
one locally has yet seen a copy of the law 
or had any specific legal counseling on 
the interpretation. For example, what 
about age? Some high school students 
are only 14 years old. And there are 
questions of enforcement and one key 
question raised by a high school 
administrator. 
First of all, what do trustees of 
Lompoc Unified School District think 
about all this? 


Gail Steiger, board president, told this 
reporter she had "mixed feelings." 
"It’ll be controversial. We haven’t 
discussed it as a board. 1 would like to 
hear pros and cons 
from secowlary 
school administrators. Setting a place 
aside on campus won’t eliminate 
enforcement problems. There would be 
great peer pressure on non-smokers to 
smoke. It’s frustrating for teachers to 
hassle with the smoking problem in the 
restrooms." 


Karl Braun, another trustee and until 
recently, board chairman, said he was 
open minded about the question of 
setting aside an on-campus smoking 
spot. However, he too has mixed 
emotions. “This is one of those cases 
where we’ll be damned if we do and 
damned if we don’t. Whatever we do 
we’ll make some p ^ le unhappy. We’re 
going to have to discuss it and we need 
to 
get 
input 
frotn 
the 
student 
representatives on the board." 


Jack Helman, one of two trustees 
elected at the last election, was equally 
thoughtful 
about 
the 
question. 
“ Personally 1 hate to make it any easier 
for kids to smoke. 1 feel we lAay be 
fighting a losing cause. Kids seem to be 
picking up on smoking more and more. 1 
haven’t made 
up my mind yet. 
Whichever way we go we’re going to be 
wrong." 
Barbara Berg, the second of the two 
recently elected trustees, said, “ I have 
mixed emotions. I can see where it 
would be helpful to the administrators. 
What we’re going to do is have our 
student representatives do a survey on

President also seeks 
assistance of China 


WASHINGTON (UP1» — President Ford, applying diplomatic and miliUry 
pressure, today sought the help of China and alerted 1,000 Marines to prepare to go 
to Thailand if necessary to win release of an unarmed, 
military chartered 
American merchant vessel seized by Cambodia, sources said. 
Pentagon sources said 1,000 Marines 
on Okinawa received the order to 
"prepare to depart зсюп’’ (or Thailand in 
a show of miliUry strength against the 
Cambodian armed forces who seized the 
8Ьф Mayaguez early Monday in what 
Ford described as an "act of piracy." 
But Press Secretary Ron Nessen 
emphasized Ford "has not ordered any 
military action" and would not do so 
without first consulting Congress. But 
he 
said 
Ford 
was 
not 
keeping 
congressional leaders advised of the 
precautionary moves he has taken. 
Pentagon sources indicated Cambodia 
may have planned the ambush — "like a 
motorcycle policeman behind a bill­ 
board" —when it learned that the 
Mayaguez was sailing 60 miles off its 
shores under charter to the U.S. 
military and reportedly carrying some 
military equipment. 
The Marine alert was ordered despite 
a warning the Thai government would 
not permit U.S. miliUry bases in that 
country to be used for the forcible 
recovery of the Mayaguez, which was 
being held by two Cambodian vessels 
near a tiny island about 30 miles 
offshore in tite Gulf of Siam. 
The aircraft carrier USS Coral Sea 
and several destroyers also were 
steaming toward the area. And U.S. 
aircraft were continuing air surveil­ 
lance of the seized ship, which had been 
sailing under charter to the U.S. 
miliUry, reportedly carrying some 
miliUry equipment. 
SUte Department sources reported 
the administration was seeking the help 
of China to convince the Cambodian

The two top administrators of Lompoc 
and Cabrillo High Schools had some 
philosophical and tactical thoughts on 
the subject based on a the-day-to-day 
confronUtions with the problems of 
student smoking. 
Robert Paisola, principal of Lompoc 
High School, noted there would be some 
"divided thinking’’ on the question. " I’d 
be concerned that the sm(4ting <mi 
campus not get out of hand." Then in a 
reflection based on the question of 
whether the on-campus plan would cut 
down on smoking, Paisola noted: “ If it 
would solve some problems then it 
might be good to have an on-campus 
smoking 
area, 
but 
if we 
aren’t 
accomplishing anything why go in this 
direction?" 
He said he was not at all certain that 
the board would approve on-campus 
smoking. 
Robert Bickford, principal of Cabrillo 
High School, said, "Personally I just do 
not think anything that encourages 
youngsters to do anything injurious to 
their health is right. On the other side of 
the (X)in, the (nirrent law hasn’t (tone 
anything to decrease smoking. An on- 
campus smoking program won’t solve 
the problem ... but it’s a good law.” 
Later he said "Schools are the only 
organization that do anything about 
controlling snoking by under age 
youngsters. There is no law prohibiting 
under snnoking but there is a law 
prohibiting the buying of cigarettes by 
the young." Later still, he saki, " I’m not 
in favor oi accixnmodating a habit — we 
have classes where we teach the harm 
of tobacco. Then we turn around and 
make it more convenient to smoke."

"We cannot discuss any possible 
military movements,” he said when 
asked about the Marine alert. He also 
said he could not answer the cpiestion 
whether 
Ford 
was 
considering a 
military response. 
Thai Prime Minister Kukrit Pramjo 
meanwhile met in Bangkok with U.S. 
Charge d’Affaires Edward Masters to 
report the Thai government will not 
allow the United States to use its 
military bases in Thailand to forcibly 
recover the Mayaguez. 
And 
Thailand’s 
ambassador 
in 
Washington, Anand Panyrachun. added 
he did not expect his government would 
even permit U.S. Marines to land on 
Thai soil. 
"I don’t think we would ever allow you 
to do that," he said. "You already left 
Cambodia and you’ve already left South 
Vietnam. Why would you want to ^ 
back?" He said the United States would 
have to seek permission from the Thai 
government before sending Marines to 
Thailand. 
The United States already has started 
a Thai-ordered phase out of some 25,000 
Air Force personnel and ^planes now 
located on bases in Thailand. 
Bangkok officials of Sea-Land Inc., the 
New Jersey firm that owns the ship, said 
it was sailing under charter to the U.S. 
military from Hong Kong to Sattahip 
when it was seized. Sattahip, a major 
logistics base for U.S. military bases 
inTuugiiout 
'Asva awff the 
Indian Ocean, is located on the Gulf of 
Siam 100 miles south of Bangkok. 
Sources at the Pentagon and in the 
Southeast 
Asian 
shipping industry 
indicated the Mayaguez was carrying 
some military equipment. One Pentagon 
source said the 10,009-ton load was 
comprised primarily of general cargo, 
foodstuffs and mail, but also included 
about 10 per cent military equipment. 
Mixed lawmakers^ reactions 
to solution of ship seizure 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - Sen. Robert 
C. Byrd said today President Ford 
should set a 48-hour deadline for the 
release of the American merchant ship 
seized by Cambodia and take "whatever 
action is necessary” if it is not met. 
But Sen. Jacob Javits, R-N.Y, said he 
had tiie impression following a meeting 
with Ford that the President was "keep­ 
ing his shirt on’’ and not preparing to 
take military action at this time to 
secure release of the ship. 
The White House said later that Ford 
would consult with Congress if he 
decides on a military course of action, 
but that so far no such decision had been 
made. 
"There should be a deadline set,” 
Byrd, the assistant Senate Democratic 
leader, told reporters on Capitol Hill. He 
suggested "less than a week — 48 
hours." 
The 
United 
States 
should 
take 
"whatever 
action 
is necessary, 
including military force," if Cambodia 
does not release the ship and its crew by 
that time, he said. Byrd was joined 
Rep. Bill Chappell, D-Fla., in calling for 
the 48-hour deadline. 
Javits told reporters after meeting 
with Ford that the President “ is taking 
an intelligent attitude" about the situa­ 
tion. 
"My feeling is the President is 


determined the ship and crew must be 
returned,” 
Javits said, 
but "he’s 
keeping his shirt on 
"I believe the President will consult 
with Congress on this matter when he is 
ready to take military action. There is a 
sense in Congress that he sould do that." 
Rep. John AiKlerson, R-Ill., said he 
was "deeply disturbed" over the sh^'s 
seizure "because it violates every 
intemational rule or law. But before we 
jump into any hasty action, we would 
want to be briefed and to make every 
effort through diplomatic channels" to 
persuade the Cambodians to return the 
sh^. 
Sen. Lloyd Bentsen, D-Tex., said the 
"only alternative was to (xish for the 
immediate release’’ of the ship, and the 
“ overriding concern” was for the safety 
of the crew. "...1 would hope and assume 
that the President is proceeding with 
prudence 
and 
caution 
in 
any 
consideration involving the use c4 
force," Bentsen said. 
Rep. Mario Biaggi, D-N.Y., crittoiaed 
Sen. James Buckley, R-N.Y., for his call 
for retaliatory sea and air strikes 
against Cambodia. 
"We 
must avoid allowing our 
emotions to cloud our reasoning, for we 
do not want another Gulf of Tonkin type 
of response which could precipitate 
another conflict in Southeast Asia," 
Biaggi said. 
Audience defends animal keeping

An estimated 30 persons — men, 
women and children — told Lompoc 
Planning Commission last night that the 
animals they keep in their backyards 
are part of the area’s tradition and must 
be preserved. 
The testimony came in response to an 
announcment that a subcommittee of 
the commission would review a draft 
copy of an ordinance designed to 
regulate "certain animals within the 
city.” 
One man said horses should be 
permitted on large residential lots. 
Another said lifestyles had changed in 
recent times and that the keeping of 
animals in small cities was a part of the 
change. One woman said, "Lompoc is 
100 years old and it's built on the 
tradition of agriculture and keeping 
animals." A m ^r said her children had 


learned a lot from the 4-H projects with 
animals which had been managed on 
their city lots. 
Several 
youngsters echoed those 
comments and added a defense of 
bee keeping. The proposed ordinance 
would prohibit bee hives within 500 feet 
of any habitatkm. 
In other 
respects the 
proposed 
ordinance would prohibit wild and 
dangerous animals in the city and it 
would prohibit the “ keeping of horses, 
mules, cows, goats, etc." 
Community Development Department 
Director AI Autry said the present co(to 
covering animal keeping in the city is 
outmoded and must be brought up to 
date. 
He said his staff and the 
(xxnmission sought i^ t from the 
public to aid in the revision. 
In the end, William Pick, commission 
chairman, 
appointed commissioners 
Vernon Copeland and John Peto to 


review the proposed ordinance. The 
time and place for the meeting will be 
publicized. Autry said. 
Before all that happened, however, 
the conimission U»k the foUowing 
action on agenda items:

— Renewed and continued indefinitely 
permission for use of a trader for a sales 
office at 239 North H St.

Robert E. Kaliman feels that 
the 
Board 
of 
Supervisors 
should take advantage this year 
of a “ once in a lifetime 
chance’’ to acquire a million- 
dollar pier for the county for 
$116,000, 
other 
supervisors 
expressed 
views 
Monday 
indicating they aren’t about to 
jump off the deep end budget- 
wise even for this bargain. 
The 
board 
wound 
up 
deferring a decision on possible 
acquisition of Bramah Oil and 
Gas Company’s Ellwook Pier 
for recreational use to budget 
hearingf scheduled between 
June 4 and 13. 
Supervisor James M. Slater, 
in whose district the Goleta 
Valley pier is located, said he’d 
be 
happy 
to 
endorse 
the 
project, except for the fact 
county 
funding 
would 
be 
needed 
this 
year 
when 
a 
possible $1.22 county tax rate 
increase is staring the board in 
the face. 
North 
County 
Supervisor 
Harrell 
Fletcher 
said 
he 
couldn’t voice support for the 
project at this time when it 
seemed clear the board isn't in 
a position 
to give county 
employes raises or develop 
parks already set up. 
Fletcher pointed out that the 
$116,000 bill the county would 
be called on to pay would 
probably 
be 
augmented 
considerably with maintenance 
and some insurance costs. 
But Kallman warned that if

Doctors, lawmakers meet to end

L. Dean 
Brown, who is in charge of the 
administration's refugee task 
force, appealed for quick action 
Monday

funds have become desperately 
low 
“Guam and Wake are full, 
and we have ships circling the 
islands,” Brown said in Wa­ 
shington. “Then we have the 
Singapore problem There are 
6.000 to 7,000 refugees in the 
harbor, and that government 
has said they must leave. We 
don’t know what we’re going to 
do with them ” 
Camp Pendleton in California 
is “more than full,” sheltering 
18,648 refugees The “pipeline” 
—the flights bringing in Viet­ 
namese from the overcrowded 
bases at Guam and other 
Pacific 
bases 
—has 
been 
closed, base spokesmen said. 
The waiting period of up to 
two weeks before refugees can 
be cleared for transfer out of 
the camp has caused desperate 
homesickness, a Vietnamese 
doctor at Camp Pendleton said. 
“There 
is 
much despair 
here,” said Dr. Hoang Van 
Due. “They are anxious about 
everything. 
They 
have 
no 
future at all. They are anxious 
about their status, anxious 
about jobs. They are anxious 
about losing their identities.” 
Ft. Chaffee in Arkansas is 
over its original capacity of 
20.000 refugees, although the 
D e fen se 
D e p a rtm e n t 
announced Monday that more 
barracks would be renovated to 
make room for 4,000 more 
people. 
Eglin Air Force Base in 
Florida, which received the 
smallest contingent of Viet­ 
namese exiles, housed 2,519 
people at last count, 19 over 
capacity. 
A spokesman at the Pentagon 
said another base in the United 
States may be opened to the 
refugees if the overcrowding 
continues.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
diplomatic problems faced by 
the United States in the capture 
of a U.S. ship and its crew by 
the 
Cambodian 
navy 
are 
similar to those seven years 
ago when North Korea seized 
the spy ship Pueblo. 
But there were big differ­ 
ences between the two situa­ 
tions: The Pueblo was a U.S. 
Navy vessel on a military 
mission Jan. 23, 1968 —sending 
electronic 
impulses to test 
North Korean defenses. The 
Mayaguez, 
seized 
by 
the 
Cambodians, is a privately 
owned freighter, although offi­ 
cials of Sea Land Corp. said it 
carried military cargo. 
In both cases the crews were 
captured and the first concern 
of the U.S. government was 
their safe release. The Pueblo 
carried 83 men, including one 
killed in the capture. The 
Mayaguez carried a crew of 40. 
The Mayaguez case is some­ 
what similar to the seizure of 
private U.S. fishing boats in 
waters claimed by Ecuador, 
Peru, and other South Ameri­ 
can nations. The State Depart­ 
ment reported that in the last 
20 years, 211 fishing boats have 
been seized and released. 
In the fishing cases, the 
diplomatic moves have become 
ritual. Officials say it takes 
about four days for a ship to be 


seized, a fine paid by the 
owners, the fishermen released 
and the owners reimbursed by 
the U.S. Treasury. Since 1954, 
the total cost has been $10 
million. 
When the Pueblo was seized, 
ships were ordered to the area. 
President Lyndon B. Johnson 
called several thousand reser­ 
vists to active duty. But no 
military action was taken, and 
the 
reservists, were 
used 
instead in Vietnam. 
Hours after the Mayaguez 
was 
captured 
the 
aircraft 
carrier Coral Sea and a half 
dozen 
accompanying 
ships 
sailed for the Gulf of Thailand. 
When the Pueblo was seized 
the United States was able to 
reach 
the 
North 
Koreans 
directly at Panmunjom, the 
village where leaders meet 
each week as part of the cease­ 
fire agreement that ended the 
Korean War. 


Contact with the Cambodians 
is likely to be more difficult. 
The United States has had no 
direct contact, either formal or 
informal, 
with 
the 
Khmer 
Rouge. There are no longer any 
foreign embassies in Phnom 
Penh. The Soviet Union, which 
has reportedly served as a third 
party in some U.S. diplomatic 
efforts, was forced out of the 
country and has been criticized 
by the new government.

CAMP PENDLETON (UPI) 
— Many Vietnamese are so 
despondent over life in “Little 
Saigon” they are ready to 
commit suicide or go back to 
live under the Communists, a 
refugee doctor says 
“If a plane were to leave for 
Saigon today, half this camp 
would be empty.” Dr. Hoang 
Van Due, 50, said Monday. 
“There is much despair here. 
They are anxious about every­ 
thing. They have no future at 
all. They are anxious about 
their 
status, anxious about 
jobs. They are anxious about 
losing their identities.” 
Due is doctor to Camp 4, a 
tent city of 1,800 Vietnamese 
that is one of eight such camps 
on this large Marine Corps base 
between Los Angeles and San 
Diego, nicknamed “Little Sai­ 
gon.” 
He said he worried that a 
number would be driven to 
suicide by the anxiety —the 
tension that afflicts the Viet­ 
nam ese 
because 
of 
the 
breaking of close family ties, 
resentment against leaders of 
their 
defeated 
nation 
and 
uncertainty over the future. 
“We must devise some form 
of psychotherapy,” he said. 
“They must accept reality.” 
Camp Pendleton is crowded 
with 18,648 refugees —about 550 
above its planned capacity — 
including 1,162 Cambodians 
The base can accept no more 
refugees. “We’re completely 
full 
—more 
than 
full,” 
a 
Marine Corps spokesman said. 
“The pipeline is closed.” 
Because of the closure of 
“the pipeline” routing refugees 
from even more overcrowded 
camps on Guam, Wake Island 
and the Philippines, 
newly 
arrived refugees are sent on to 
Ft. Chaffee, Ark., and Eglin 
Air Force Base, Fla. 
Refugees arriving by plane at 
El Toro Marine Corps Air 
Station could not even be 
housed overnight at Camp 
Pendleton and were held on the 
air station until flights could be 
arranged to carry them east­ 
ward.

session on malpractice. 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr., 
after his regular weekly meet­ 
ing with Mills and Assembly 
Speaker Leo. T. McCarthy, 
Monday said if he called a 
special session.it “would cer­ 
tainly be this week.” 
But later when asked about 
when he would 
make the 
decision on a special session, a 


legislative device used to speed 
up the process of enacting 
laws. Brown said, “I don’t want 
to be tied down. ” 
At the same time, the Senate 
sent Brown a third bill designed 
to guarantee the availability of 
medical malpractice insurance 
by creating insurance “pools." 
The measure was designed to 
temporarily restrict rates. 
The measure (SB491) by Sen. 
Peter Behr, R-Tiburon, was 
rushed through the Senate after 
Assembly opponents lost in a 
move to Mock passage 
Brown called for a thorough 
investigation into the whole

Brown signs 'sex acts' measure 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
bill legalizing all sex acts 
between consenting adults in 
private was signed Monday 
night by Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown Jr. 
Informally called a “ Bill of 
Rights for Homosexuals,” the 
measure repeals prohibitions 
as old as 103 years governing 
the private sexual behavior of 
consenting adults 18 years and 
older. It takes effect Jan. 1. 
The bill eliminates criminal 
penalties for adultery, oral 
copulation and sodomy. Oral 
copulation currently carries a 
maximum prison term of 15 
years while sodorpy can be 


punished by life behind bars. 
Brown’s 
office 
said 
the 
governor signed the measure 
without comment. Brown had 
expressed strong support for 
the bill’s concept. 
The bill (AB489 > authored by 
Assemblyman Willie L. Brown 
Jr., D-San Francisco, was the 
subject of emotional debate 
and testimony as it wound its 
way through the legislature. 
Supporters, which included 
homosexual groups, argued the 
state has no business involving 
itself in the private activities of 
adults. 
Opponents, several quoting

Israeli troops crossed the 
border into southern Lebanon 
today for the second day in a 
row, raiding a frontier village 
and taking three Arabs captive. 
The military command in Tel 
Aviv said troops seized the 
Arabs in the village of Aitaron, 
one mile from the border, and 
returned to Israel. There were 
no reported casualties. 
A command spokesman said 
the captives were suspected of 
collaborating with Palestinian 
guerrilla groups operating in 
southern Lebanon. 
“There were no exchanges of 
fire,” a military source said. 
He said the raid took place soon 
after midnight.

concert and a Boston Red Sox 
baseball game. 


“We all live under one sun,” 
said one Russian sailor. He said 
he had no preconceptions about 
the United States. 


VW in red 
first time 
in history 


WOLFSBURG, West Germa­ 
ny (UPI) — Volkswagen, the 
largest auto maker in Europe 
and a symbol of West German 
economic might, has gone into 
the red for the first time in its 
history. 
Volkswagen President Toni 
Schmuecker 
told 
a 
news 
conference today the company 
lost $343 million last year and 
would not pay a dividend for 
the 1974 fiscal year 
Schmuecker, a former Ford 
executive who became head of 
VW last January in an attempt 
to bring the ailing auto giant 
back on its feet, said sales fell 
12 per cent last year and 
production dropped 11.4 per 
cent. 
The 53-year-old auto execu­ 
tive attributed Volkswagen’s 
troubles to decreased demand 
and increased fuel costs caused 
by the worldwide recession and 
energy crisis. 
Volkswagen, which had in­ 
creased its work force rapidly 
during the auto boom of the 
early 1970s, has announced 
plans to lay off one-fifth of its 
employes in a move to cut 
losses. 
Schmuecker said sales in the 
vital 
U.S. 
market, 
which 
absorbs one-third of the com­ 
pany’s products, declined 25.8 
per cent in 1974. 
The slump in U.S. sales 
carried into the new year, with 
the first quarter figure for 1975 
dropping 1.6 per cent from the 
level the year before. 


Bucher urges 
military action 


SAN DIEGO (UPI I - Lloyd 
Bucher, who commanded the 
U.S. Navy ship Pueblo when it 
was seized by North Korea, 
said that unless the United 
States takes strong military 
action against Cambodia im­ 
mediately to free the captured 
merchant ship Mayaguez such 
incidents will multiply. 
“Unless we learn our lesson, 
there will be increasing tweak­ 
ing of our tail around the 
world.” 
said 
Bucher, 
now 
retired from the Navy. 
He said the United States 
“ should get the Mayaguez and 
its crew out of there by 
whatever means neccesary, 
even if it means military 
action. We have to react if we 
expect to have any leadership 
or credibility left in the world. 
“It is a test,” Bucher said 
Failure to take “immediate 
retaliatory action will only 
tempt others to pull bigger and 
more severe depredations,” he 
said.

The Finance Committee, by a 
bare majority 7-6 vote, ap­ 
proved the pay raise Monday 
and sent the bill to the full 
Senate. 
If enacted, it would make 
California lawmakers the se­ 
cond highest salaried in the 
nation, behind New York where 
legislators now receive $23,500. 
Besides salaries, lawmakers 
receive $30-a-day in tax-free 
expense allowances while in 
session, an allowance up to 
$2,700 a year for a leased car, 
and state gasoline and tele­ 
phone credit cards. 
The state Finance Depart­ 
ment said the increase would 
cost taxpayers $275,000 a year 
beginning Dec 6, 1976 when it 
would take effect.

Mills, D-San Diego, who is 
carrying the bill (SB610) on 
behalf of the Rules Committee, 
acknowledged the political dif­ 
ficulty for legislators to vote on 
their own salaries.

Assembly panel approves 
Brown's farm labor bill 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - An 
Assembly committee, beset by 
c h a n t i n g , 
s c u f f l i n g 
farmworkers belonging to rival 
unions, Monday approved Gov 
Edmund G. Brown Jr.’s bill to 
quell farm labor strife which 
has troubled California for a 
decade 
Eight persons were arrested 
by state police on charges of 
disturbing the peace as spora­ 
dic fist fights erupted during an 
angry, day-long confrontation 
between 2,000 Cesar Chavez 
supporters and Teamsters 
“It just shows you why we 
need a bill,” commented Rose 
Bird, chief farm labor negotia­ 
tor for Brown and a cabinet 
member. The arrests preceded 
the hearing, which was orderly 
except for occasional jeering 
and booing of witnesses. 
Members of Chavez’ United 
Farm Workers Union cheered 
jubilantly after the governor s 
bill was approved on a 7-2 vote 
of the Democr a tic-dominated 
Labor Relations Committee. It 
went to the Ways and Means 
Committee. 
The 
governor 
hailed 
the 
action as “another step for­ 
ward” in his determined drive 
to reach an historic settlement 
to 
seething 
farm 
labor 
disputes. 
An identical proposal cleared 
a crucial Senate committee 
last week. 
Rival banner-waving farm­ 
workers first shouted insults at 
each other over megaphones 


outside the Capitol. Then, some 
push-and-shove 
scuffles 
and 
fist fights erupted 
They 
paraded 
outside 
Brown’s office, overflowed two 
huge hearing rooms seating 400 
persons each and spilled into 
the corridors. Many then went 
outside to Capitol Park where 
the hearing was broadcast on 
loud speakers hung in huge 
shade trees. 
An alliance of Chavez and 
major growers, once bitter 
enemies, church leaders and 
the state Chamber of Com 
merce has backed the gover­ 
nor’s 
compromise 
plan, 
designed to restore peace to 
California agriculture 
The Teamsters opposed it 
vehemently because they con­ 
tend 
the 
b ill 
would 
immediately invalidate all its 
current 400 contracts and leave 
its 
workers 
temporarily 
without contract protections. 
By contrast, the UFW has 14 
contracts. 


The 
influential 
California 
Labor Federation, AFLCIO, 
was officially neutral. However 
federation leader John Henning 
is upset because the bill would 
take farm construction work 
away from the Building Trades 
Council and give it to the 
winning farm labor union The 
council and Chavez’ union are 
both AFL-CIO affiliates. 
The bill (AB1533) by Assem­ 
blyman Howard Berman, D- 
Beverly Hills, would require 
secret ballot union representa­ 
tion elections, sharply curtail 
secondary boycotts and allow 
harvest-time strikes by unions 
which win an election. 
Secondary boycotts, a chief 
weapon used by Chavez, would 
be permitted only in limited 
instances after a union won an 
election 
Under no circum 
stance could a union ask a 
grocer not to stock disputed 
products, and consumers could 
not be urged to quit shopping at 
certain markets

LOS ANGELES i U PI) — “ I would say you’re going to see 
one-platoon football within two years and I haven’t figured 
out why. It won’t save any money.” 
John McKay, the brilliant head football coach at Universi­ 
ty of Southern California, could be described as a 
pragmatist’s pragmatist and he doesn't care for what’s 
happening to college football. 
“ I think college football is going to cut down on every­ 
thing,’’ he declared with the proper amount of disdain. 
“ Football is the whipping boy of intercollegiate athletics. 
“The only way you can save money in intercollegiate ath­ 
letics, as far as I can see, is if you cut the number of 
scholarships allowed. That cuts out bodies and equipment 
and the number of people you can take on a trip.” 
At 51, McKay, who doubles as the Trojans’ athletic 
director, has all the credentials to back him up. In 15 years 
at USC, he's won four national championships and has taken 
his Trojans to the Rose Bowl eight times. His record is 118- 
OdIQ 


But he says he s losing ground to the one-platoon 


advocates. 
“I see no reason for it,” said McKay, “but Darrell Royal 
and Texas have been beaten by Oklahoma several times and 
Frank Broyles hasn’t won ¿1 his games so now they’re 
yelling one-platoon football. 
“The losing coaches want to change and the Oklahomas, 
Notre Dames and USCs say no. 
“In the 1950s, they went to one-platoon football to save 
money and all the small schools in the country had less 
scholarships and played two platoon and all the major ones 
had more scholarships and played one platoon. “Jess Hill 
(at USC I had 120 guys on scholarship and they played one 
platoon. 
“One-platoon football is nothing new. The money 
argument has already been used. We’ve changed the game 
twice now in my lifetime and it hasn’t accomplished one 
damn thing. We can save money only by not having guys on 
scholarship.” 
McKay, the son of a West Virginia coal miner, played 
football at the University of Oregon. He played and coached 
one-platoon football and says he isn’t even sure what it is. 


DETROIT (UPI) — The best show in 
Detroit currently is playing a limited 
engagement at Tiger Stadium, where 
the “bleacher bums” gather several 
times a week to dispense a little Motor 
City macho, chug a few beers and climb 
a flagpole or two.

Give Byron credit

DALLAS (UPI) — Tom Watson is so 
far in debt to Byron Nelson it is possible 
he may never be able to pay off. 
It was Nelson’s tournament that 
Watson won Monday, collecting his 
second tour triumph and the $35,000 that 
went with it. 
But it was also Nelson who took 
Watson aside at a critical point in the 
youngster’s career last year and pointed 
him in the proper direction. 
“I admire Byron so much,” Watson 
said Monday following his two-stroke 
victory in the Byron Nelson Golf 
Classic. “I think he is one of the top 
three golfers of all time. 
“He was very kind to me after the 


U.S. Open last year. I had just blown the 
tournament.

‘Can I have five minutes.’ I was there 
crying in my beer at the time. He told 
me, ‘I like your golf swing But there are 
some things in your tempo that could be 
corrected.’ 
“He told me I wasn’t moving my hips 
through the ball. I took his advice and I 
appreciate that advice very much. I feel 
proud that Byron recognized me as 
having potential.” 
Watson’s potential has now boosted 
his 1975 earnings to $94,000. 
His win Monday in the rain-delayed 
Nelson event came thanks to a final 
round 65, which vaulted him out of the 
pack to a 15-under-par 269 that tied the 
tournament record and gave him a two-

Halibut, lings 
hitting best 


By M.C. Cockshott 


Central Coast ocean fishing has been excellent, if one can forget 
about the scarcity of salmon. 
M 
the Santa Barbara coast, limits of rock fish are common 
ibut are hitting well. Sea Landing s "Hornet” goes after 
calico bass each Monday, Wednesday and Friday, and boated 61 
last Wednesday. 
Small boaters in that area are doing well on 
halibut and the calico, thouah the water is still a 
bit cool. The occasional salmon that have been 
caucht have been big ones, 25-30 pounds. 
Off Avila, bottom fishermen have been 
rewarded with full sacks of fish that are every 
bit as tasty as salmon. Skip Sato’s "Marauder” 
has been going to the Point Sal area, where the 
ling cod are plentiful, at least when the winds 
don't come up and spoil a nice day. 
It would appear that lots of ling cod have moved into the more 
shallow water and should provide excellent fishing. 
Here’s a tip for the novice angler: When a ling is hooked and 
being brought to the surface, look down to see if it is accompanied 
by another ling. This is often the case, and it is often possible to 
hook the curious follower with the gaff. 
Freshwater fishing 
Lopez Lake has been good for trout trolling, but bank fishing is 
slow, with lots of bluegill present. Crappie and black bass fishing 
is slow. 
Margarita Lake is fair to good on bass, for the well-trained 
angler, but the weather is chilly. This lake could be made into a 
really good bass water with a little careful management from the 
Department of Fish and Game. With so many bass competitions, 
the time is ripe for careful management programs to head off 
bass shortages. 
We have been trying to get the DFG to act on bass management 
in our area, but we are like the biblical character, "as one crying 
in the wilderness.” Maybe the new director will lend an ear to our 
pleas and those of other conservationists. 
Here’s an idea for fishing fun; Try fishing for bluegill They’ll 
be spawning soon as the water temperatures rise. Use a light- 
action seven-foot fly rod and a small rubber cricket as a lure Fish 
from a boat and cast along the shore at various distances from the 
bank until the fish are found, then anchor and go to work. 
Don’t worry about the bluegill population. The female lays up to 
35,000 eggs. We were converted to bluegill fishing recently when 
we caught some over two pounds However, they still taste like 
bluegill 
Oregon has passed a progressive bill that outlaws selling of 
steelhead trout. The state will manage steelhead and other 
rainbow trout for recreational angling and protect the wild stocks. 
Deer plan 
The DFG has come up with a deer management plan designed to 
reverse the 10-year decline in deer population, improve habitat, 
and maintain a suitable balance between deer and their habitat. 
The plan is under final review and then will go to public hearings 
Primary cause of deer decline is poor fawn survival rate, 
attributed to low quality and quantity habitat.

At 51, McKay, who doubles as the Trojans’ athletic 
director, has all the credentials to back him up. In 15 years 
at USC, he's won four national championships and has taken 
his Trojans to the Rose Bowl eight times. His record is 118- 
36-8 
But he says he’s losing ground to the one-platoon 


advocates. 
“I see no reason for it," said McKay, “but Darrell Royal 
and Texas have been beaten by Oklahoma several times and 
Frank Broyles hasn’t won all his games so now they’re 
yelling one-platoon football. 
“The losing coaches want to change and the Oklahomas, 
Notre Dames and USCs say no.

Halibut, lings 
hitting best 


By M.C. Cockshott 


Central Coast ocean fishing has been excellent, if one can forget 
about the scarcity of salmon. 
M 
lhe Santa Barbara coast, limits of rock fish are common 
ibut are hitting well. Sea Landing’s “Hornet” goes after 
calico bass each Monday, Wednesday and Friday, and boated 61 
last Wednesday. 
Small boaters in that area are doing well on 
halibut and the calico, though the water is still a 
bit cool. The occasional salmon that have been 
caucht have been big ones, 25*30 pounds 
Off Avila, bottom fishermen have been 
rewarded with full sacks of fish that are every 
bit as tasty as salmon. Skip Sato’s “Marauder” 
has been going to the Point Sal area, where the 
ling cod are plentiful, at least when the winds 
don't come up and spoil a nice day. 
It would appear that lots of ling cod have moved into the more 
shallow water and should provide excellent fishing. 
Here’s a tip for the novice angler: When a ling is hooked and 
being brought to the surface, look down to see if it is accompanied 
by another ling. This is often the case, and it is often possible to 
hook the curious follower with the gaff. 
Freshwater fishing 
Lopez Lake has been good for trout trolling, but bank fishing is 
slow, with lots of bluegill present. Crappie and black bass fishing 
is slow. 
Margarita Lake is fair to good on bass, for the well-trained 
angler, but the weather is chilly. This lake could be made into a 
really good bass water with a little careful management from the 
Department of Fish and Game. With so many bass competitions, 
the time is ripe for careful management programs to head off 
bass shortages. 
We have been trying to get the DFG to act on bass management 
in our area, but we are like the biblical character, “as one crying 
in the wilderness.” Maybe the new director will lend an ear to our 
pleas and those of other conservationists. 
Here’s an idea for fishing fun: Try fishing for bluegill They’ll 
be spawning soon as the water temperatures rise. Use a light* 
action seven-foot fly rod and a small rubber cricket as a lure. Fish 
from a boat and cast along the shore at various distances from the 
bank until the fish are found, then anchor and go to work. 
Don’t worry about the bluegill population. The female lays up to 
35,000 eggs. We were converted to bluegill fishing recently when 
we caught some over two pounds. However, they still taste like 
bluegill. 
Oregon has passed a progressive bill that outlaws selling of 
steelhead trout. The state will manage steelhead and other 
rainbow trout for recreational angling and protect the wild stocks. 
Deer plan 
The DFG has come up with a deer management plan designed to 
reverse the 10-year decline in deer population, improve habitat, 
and maintain a suitable balance between deer and their habitat. 
The plan is under final review and then will go to public hearings. 
Primary cause of deer decline is poor fawn survival rate, 
attributed to low quality and quantity habitat. The complex new 
plan 
involves 
sociological, 
economic 
and political issues as well as biological considerations.

Teacher salaries 


Taxpayers of the Lompoc 
Unified School District better 
be prepared to shudder when 
it comes to taxpaying time if 
the school board of trustees 
capitulate to the demands of 
the organized teacher effort 
for higher salaries and fringe 
benefits. 
T h ro u g h 
t h e i r 
representative 
groups, 
the 
Lompoc 
Federation 
of 
Teachers and the Lompoc 
Education 
Association, 
teachers 
originally 
sought 
through 
the 
Certificated 
Employe Council a 26 per cent 
increase in salaries. It is 
reported that they have now 
lowered this to 14 per cent. 
On the other hand, we have 
solid, confirmed information 
th a t 
s c h o o l 
d i s t r i c t 
negotiators have been given 
the authority by the school 
board to negotiate to a top of 
five-and-a-half 
per 
cent. 
Presently, the district has 
presented 
a 
2.6 
per 
cent 
proposal to the Certificated 
Employe Council and it may 
have gone higher last night. 
A 2.6 per cent proposal will 
not be accepted for sure, 


knowing the militancy of the 
organized teacher. They just 
cannot be satisfied with their 
autom atic 
salary 
step 
increases each year or their 
job 
security 
with 
tenure. 
Taxpayers, however, should 
be aware of the fact that a 2.6 
per cent salary hike, coupled 
with an addition to fringe 
benefits 
amounting 
to 
approxim ately $200 
per 
teacher, 
will 
make 
the 
average salary-fringe benefit 
package for a Lompoc teacher 
a total of $15,718 per year, 
according 
to 
the 
district. 
Working a few days over 175 
per year, this amounts to a 
rather decent salary and also 
puts our teachers in line with 
other districts. 
Our • school board 
of 
trustees, 
however, 
have 
authorized a top of five-and-a- 
half 
per 
cent 
so 
any 
settlement, we feel, will be 
somewhere between five-and- 
a-half per cent and 14 per 
cent. These facts should be 
studied 
and known by 
the 
taxpayer. 
a 1975-76 budget deficit of 
$1,178,398. To eliminate this 


deficit, which does not include 
any 
salary 
or 
benefit 
increases for teachers, we, as 
taxpayers will be forced to 
pay $1.57 per $100 assessed 
valuation over our present 
rate of $2.35 — or a total of 
$3.92. 
However, if the teachers 
accept a five-and-a-half per 
cent salary and fringe benefit 
increase, and we doubt that 
they will, our taxes will nearly

Buried treasure 


If what they say is correct, we have 
Pc 
built a citv over Pomoen Underfoot lie 
uncalcuiable knowledge and treasures of 
antiquity, archaeologicallv speaking. 
The city is Lompoc and Pompeii is the 
1812 earthquake diebris of Mission Vieja 
de la Purisima. 
There is today more interest in 
preserving and excavating the ruins 
than ever before. True, the concern is 
late m coming. 
‘‘There was some effort in the early 
1950's to purchase the Viejo site as an 
annex to La Purisima State Historic 
P art, but this, unfortunately did not 
materialize The steadily growing City 
of Lompoc has gradually extended its 
residential section through the mission 
site which is, at this point, about 90 per 
cent 
developed” 
writes 
city-hired 
archaeologist Julia G. Costello in a 
recent survey of a land parcel in the 
mission neighborhood 
As an effort to add to whatever 
pertinent information is available on the 
present remains of the mission site and 
"to get a better idea of where the 
structures were located,” the Lompoc 
chapter of the Santa Barbara County 
Archaeological Society conducted a 
house to house survey in March They 
asked, 
among 
other 
things, 
what 
artifacts residents have found 
The results were not so predictable: 
For example, Mrs 
Ingram on E. 


Locust Avenue reported the discovery of 
two 
skeletons 
during 
the 
tifel 
construction of her house They were 
ancient skeletons presumably. 
Mainly, residents told of finding roof 
and floor tiling. Mr. Ziesche of G Street 
described that floor tile in a ‘‘very 
wide” diamond pattern was discovered 
in his backyard. That pattern was 
duplicated in the backyard of Mrs. 
McAllister on Locust. 
Mr Reed on E Street said there has 
been much broken tile picked up on his 
place, "like a roof had slipped off and 
broken." And E. Ross on Locust told of a 
lot of displaced roof and floor tiles 
spread over his property. 
Locust Avenue residents seem to be in 
a good area for uncommon findings A 
pestle was found by Mr. Kilmer, the 
remains of a stone cistern (a tank) at 
least 10’ wide and 20’ long are located on 
Mrs. Main’s property; and a gold ring 
was found in the ground on the property 
of Mrs. McAllister. 
The Moores on Locust Avenue reports 
many finds: the remains of the south 
wall and comer of the old mission’s 
chapel; the ladrillo floor, which was dug 
up and is now landscaped into their 
patio; and soapstone bowls. 
The Moores also own the lot on F 
Street with the small, deteriorated 
adobe wall which is visible as you drive 
by 
Tile, pestles, chapel walls, stone

artifacts 
and 
architectural features, 
advises Ms. 
Costello "attain their highest value and 
importance when they can be studied in 
situ’ - in the context in which they were 
originally deposited...their disturbance 
or removal as curiosities will hopefully 
be discouraged by those who find they 
have custody of these remains on their 
private property."

capable of producing enough plutonium 
for 200 atomic bombs a year and their 
skill in rocketry is increasing. But there 
is still a strong and pervasive antiwar 
sentiment among the Japanese who are 
proud of their remarkable success in 
promoting 
their 
interests

possessing large armed forces. 
This is the conclusion of Ralph N. 
Clough, a foreign-service officer who 
spent 13 years in and around mainland 
China and now a senior fellow at the 
Brookings Institution, in a timely book, 
"East Asia and U.S. Security.” 
“If Japan again became militarily 


powerful," Clough writes, “ its domestic 
politics and its attitudes toward other 
countries could not fail to be profoundly 
altered. The military and military- 
related industry would gain influence in 
national affairs; 
the martial spirit 
would be stimulated and the heightened 
influence of military views and concepts 
also could lead to restrictions on 
Japanese democracy, as many Japanese 
fear it would...” 
As the third largest economic power 
in the world, Japan 18 months ago was 
threatened by the oil crisis with ruinous 
inflation and at the same time serious 
unemployment and recession. Obliged to 
import all its oil, at the peak of inflation, 
wholesale prices rose at the dizzy rate of 
seven per cent in a single month. 
But by the end of 1974 with a tight 
money policy Japan was well on the way 
to recovery. Unemployment was only 
two per cent, owing something to the 
fact that Japanese employers rarely fire 
their workers and, instead, cut work 
hours. The rise in wholesale prices had 
dropped in virtually zero. While the 
gross national product dropped 1.8 per 
cent, in contrast to the dramatic nine 
and 10 per cent jumps in previous years, 
this was absorbed without serious 
political or social dislocations. 
News of an import fully as great as the 
collapse of South Vietnam, it has 
scarcely been reported in the American 
Cress. On the basis of a restored and 
ealthy economy, Japan, America’s 
largest 
trading 
partner 
with 
the 
exception of Canada, will be able to 
continue to extend its trade relations not 
only with the West but in Asia. 
Those, among them American policy­ 
makers, concerned that Japan continue 
to be a lightly armed nonnuclear power 
have long urged on the Japanese a more 
expansive foreign aid program. This 
would help overcome the hostility still 
felt in many areas overrun by the 
Japanese in World War II. 
It would be hard to think of a better 


way to prolong the Vietnam horror than 
to follow Sen. Henry M. Jackson’s call 
for a congressional investigation into 
secret agreements President Nixon 
entered into with Nguyen Van Thieu. 
Consider the headlines that could 
come out of that one. The Republicans 
would surface the still half-suppressed 
charge of Democratic blame for the 
defeat. 
The records of past presidents would 
be exhumed and combed over for 
evidence of guilt. Hardly anyone in the 
past two decades, whether in Congress 
or in the executive branch, could escape 
some degree of culpability. Officialdom 
at the top would spend endless hours 
testifying and preparing to testify. 
Here is a way to guarantee that vital 
interests in the world and in Asia will 
continue to be obscured.
